fong time, is that with respect to the In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb and (be 
Blind. The Directors were to meet this 
alternoon or evening, and \\ e understand 
from good authority that instead of rent- 
ing a place in which to continue the 
school, there will be erected at or.ee on 
the grounds of the institution suitable 
structures for all practical purposes, and 
in the end money will he saved ro the 
State and much trouble avoided uglit 
along. 
The idea is this: The Directors will 


authorize a vacation of the bchool for 
say two months' duration, and erect 
wings to the building remaining and 
known as -'the shop." One wing will 
be devoted to the boj-s—the other to tho 
girls. Such tulditions to the shop will 
be needed at no distant day. In the 
meantime, they will not cost a third 
more than the rent of a suitable place 
would amount to between uow and the 
time the Legislature can act in the mat- 
ter. All cost of water, gas, and the 
prestige of location, will be saved to the 
institution; besides there is a large veg- 
etable ^garden interest on the grounds, 
all of which will be in favor of the pro- 
posed.plan. The costpf necessary build- 
ings dVthls temporary plan will not bo 
over $12,OCO, and they can be put up in 
two months. School can be continued 
then till next winter's vacation, and no 
time really be lost. The summer vaca- 
tion can be omitted. The advantage of 
reoccupying that healthful and splendid 
site, without unnecessary delaj-, is one 
of the .best possible Uuags that could 
have been suggested for all concerned.
